Bomb Threat a Dud as Rally Nets 
$150,000 for Israel Bonds Drive

NEW YORK (JP)—A Mizrachi sponsored Israel Bond concert at Carnegie Hall sold $150,000 in 


bonds despite a bomb scare which drew scores of police and firemen. 


Shortly before the concert, Carnegie Hall manager John J. Totten received an anonymous phone 
call from a person with a Yiddish accent. The caller warned Totten to clear the hall because a bomb! Joseph J. Schwartz, UJA execu-| 


had been planted. 

During a two-hour search by 
Carnegie Hall personel, police, 
and firemen during the concert 
no homb could be discovered. 
Police declared there was no 
cause for alarm. 

UNWARE OF SCARE 

The audience and performers 
were not aware of the bomb 
scare or the search until after 
the performance. Police cars, fire- 
fighting apparatus, and ambul- 
ances stood by while 200 Chaz- 
anim performed before an aud- 
jence of 2500. 

Before and during the early 
part of the concert about 25 
black garbed, bearded, Chassidic 
rabbis and students distributed 
leaflets outside the hall. The 
leaflets charged that the Jewish 
government (Israeli) forces girls 
to forced labor service and that 
“innocent girls have been thrown 
into jail.” 

‘APPEAL TO UJA’ 

The leaflet signed by the Na- 
tional Committee for Religious 
Freedom in Israel, asked for “ap- 
peal to United Jewish Appeal 
that there be religious freedom 
in Israel.”

EW YORK (JP)--Biblical themes have been the inspiration 
N for countless artists almost since the story of Genesis first 
| gaw light of day. 

So it isn’t the subject of painter John Shayn’s art that provides 
|g new departure; it’s his approach. 

And his approach is loaded with color. 

} Flowing gwirls of brilliant hues splash the canvases depicting 
'guch Biblical favorites as King David, Moses, Isaiah, and Adam and 
‘Eve. Using the new technique of “waxcolors,” Shayn’s paintings, 
;mow on exhibit on a one-man show in New York, have squeezed 
gome hearty praise out of usually tight-lipped art critics. 

“My aim is to capture on canvas the poetry of the Bible,” says 
| Shayn. 

AND HE’S WELL on his way to doing just that. In the past 
| gix years he’s produced 70 paintings based on Biblical themes. His 
| eurrent exhibit consists of 21 of the best of these. 

Shayn, born in Boston as Jack Sheinfein, feels this, his ninth 
exhibit, to be the climax of his artistic career. 

“T guess this is what I have been leading up to all my life.” 
Now 52, Shayn got his start, at 20 when he painted an illumin- 
ated megillali for the Sephardic shul which his family attended in 
| Boston. Then followed years in commercial art in New York. In 
1947 came the break. 

“T felt I ought to be doing something really creative. I turned 
| to the Bible,” he explains. 

FOR SIX YEARS he immersed himself in the study of the Bible 
fn Hebrew. In addition, he used ancient Babylonian and Greek 
texts as sources for his inspiration. As one result, a reference Bible 
is on hand in the 57th street gallery where his work is on exhibition. 
| Visitors may refer to the less familiar passages from which stems 
the inspiration for some of the paintings, 

When the present one-man exhibit closes, Shayn hopes to take 
| his work on a nation and world-wide tour, the itinerary to include 
Israel. 

“T want these to be seen in Israel, where they belong,” he ex: 
plains, with a fond glance at his paintings. He’s never been in the 
Jewish State. 

SHAYN HAS HUNG a fat price tag on his work. The pictures 
on exhibition range from a minimum of $900 to a top of $3,000. 

“IT want to reach the masses, but I realize that to most these 
prices are prohibitive,” he admits. 

In order to reach a wider audience, he plans to produce and 
sell an illustrated Bible using full-color reproductions of his paint- 
ings. His idea, though not yet fully worked out, has drawn a nibble 
from the Union of American Hebrew Congregations. Pending cer- 
tain considerations, such as finding an “angel” to help cover the 
cost of the color plates, the UAHC may publish such a Bible.

SUTIN is the Yiddish equivalent of Satan. However the 
Jewish term lacks completely the sinister connotation of the 
English Satan, It is rather a nickname applied to an ancestor 
of your family who was a man of a very dark complexion. 
The nickname became a family name in 1804 when Emperor 
Alexander I of Russia ordered all his Jewish subjects to choose 
family names. The Russian choice was mostly voluntary and 
many unobjectionable nicknames were made official family 
names. 


EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Please tell me the meaning of my name 
Fishkin. NATHAN H. FISHKIN, Bowie, Md. 

FISHKIN is a patronymic, a name derived from an ancestor. 
The anceStor’s name was Fish] (Ephraim), but in the intimate 
family circle the name must have been an affectionate Fishke. 
By the addition of “. .. in” which in Russian denotes descent 
the name became Fishkin, meaning “the son of Fishl.” You 
failed to indicate the country of origin which is required in all 
queries.

ISRAELI COMPOSERS COME OFF BEST

IN NEW YORK 92D ST. YHMA CONCERT 


Sew Israeli and three American Jewish composers were Tep. 
resented at an concert of their music earlier this month in the 
92nd Street YM-YWHA in New York, and we must admit the Israeli 


composers came off best. 


The concert consisted of the first performance of “Three Songs 


Without Words” for oboe and 
piano, by Paul Ben Haim; “Yiz- 
kor” for viola and piano, by Ode- 
on Partos, and “Duo for violin 
and piano,” by Yehuda Wohl, ail 
Isreali composers. The Ameri- 
can contingent listed a first per- 
formance of “Two Psalms,” for 
voice and.piano, by Erich Itor 
Kahn; David Diamond’s “Third 
String Quartet,” and Concerto for 
Piano Without Orchestra,” by 
Joseph Achron. The affair was co- 
sponsored by the American Fund 
for Israel Institutions and the 
YM-YWHA, and was a feature of 
Jewish Music Month. 

WE WERE SO BESIEGED by 
dissonance that when Wohl’s 
“Duo” came up, we accepted its 
more or less traditional style with 
gratitude. The Duo turned out to 
be a practiced and fiery work well- 
played by Lea Ostroiansky, a 
young violinist of considerable 
promise, and continued the high 
point of a not particularly dis- 
tinguished evening. 

The Concerto that followed-a 
short, contentious piece-seemed 
to us to be the best of the Ameri- 
can compositions, and Daniel Poll- 
ack, an extremely dexterous 
young man, drew bravos with it. 

“Yizkor” simply- meandered 
along, The violist, William Lin- 
cer, a New York Philharmonic 
man and one of the best violists 
on the metropolitan scene, might 
it, we 
thought, but he didn’t seem in- 
terested. 


THE KOHON STRING QUAR- 
TET with Diamond “Quartet,” ac- 
quitted itself creditably and spec- 
ial mention ought to go to violist 
Sol Montlack and cellist Isadore 
Gusikoff. The final two move- 
ments were well-written and_ pro- 
vided a solid anchor for the rath- 
er formless and flighty move- 
ments which preceded them. But 
the whole work impressed one 


with a feeling of rushing off in! iting Israel.

The program opened with the 
“Songs” by Ben Haim, Played by 
Lois Wann, accompanied by Erich 
Itor Kahn. Miss Wann, who is 
one of the best oboists around, 
was a trifle off her form, but 
good enough to drop cards and 
Spades and still win. The com 
position consisted of an arioso, 
ballade and sephardic melody. 

KAHN’S “PSALMS,” unless 
they were twelve-tonal, had no 
real excuse for being. Certainly 
they should not have been tend. 
ered to a mezzo-soprano, an up 
comfortable voice to accomodate 
at best. Ruth Kobart struggled 
valiantly with them, and deserved 
all the applause she got. But it 
was a losing fight, and while we 
appreciated her efforts, we could 
not but commiserate over the 
chore. 

In general, we should say, the 
work of Israelis directly reflected 
their environment, hopes and 





dreams. Theirs was the light, re 
flective sort of music that sug 
gests ideas but seldom expresses 
them distinctly. This is no criti 
cism; after all, Debussy did the 
Same. If we could not savor their 
efforts, at least we realized they 
were striving after a new kind of 
Statement to give value to ex 
periences in a land just born. 
The Americans, however, were 





too sophisticated for their own 
good. One man chose a style ob 
viously above him. Another was 
effete, and nothing lingered in 
the mind when his music had 
ended, and the third substituted 
fireworks for bread.

‘OLD WIVES TALES’ TURN OUT TO BE 
JUST PLAIN GOOD COMMON SENSE 


By HELEN COHEN 
OOKS like your grandmother and mine have again been vindi- 
cated. When my mother, like hers before her, went out of her 
way never to bring me bad tidings during my several pregnancies, 
when she wrote only of pleasant happenings, when she avoided 
any matter that might be depressing or shocking, it wasn’t just 
superstition or ‘“old-wives tales,” it was good 
sense. 

We see in the Ladies Home Journal that 
there is “prenatal influence,” or so Doctor Ash- 
ley Montague, of the Department of Anthropol- 
ogy at Rutgers, asserts. Expectant mothers who, 
though not neurotic themselves, have, during 
their pregnancy undergone great emotional 
strain, may give birth to neurotic babies. Hus- 
bands and other members of her family are 
therefore urged to shower their affection on the 
expectant mother, so that she feels loved and 
secure. Keep her happy! 

And would you like to know the scientists’ findings about what 
they once considered another “old wives tale’”—that the pregnant 
woman’s “peculiar cravings for certain foods were bad for her un- 
born baby”? Again mister scientist has had to back down. Evi- 
dence has been accumulated to prove that when the mother over- 
indulges in a certain food during her pregnancy, her child may be 
born allergic to that food. One example which Dr. Montague quotes 
from the files of Dr. Bret Ratner of New York: A mother who 
craved nuts, and indulged her desire to the extent of about a pound 
a day, gave birth to a son who developed, in his fourth year, a 
positive reaction to that delicacy. As soon as he stopped eating 
nuts, his allergy attacks ceased. Moral: pregnant women should 
avoid excessive indulgence in any |

Cube heart after cutting away fat and mem- 
branes.

Casings may be purchased from the butcher, 
who has cleaned them. Wash inside and out in 
cold water, and scrape free of fat. Twelve-inch 
lengths are easiest for handling. After thorough 
cleaning, rinse in lukewarm water, turning inside 
out to be sure they are clean. Wipe dry with paper 
towel. Sew together one end before stuffing. 

STUFFING FOR EACH 12-INCH LENGTH 


1 cup flour pinch pepper 
4% cup chopped beef pinch nutmeg 
suet 2 tblsps matzo meal or 
1 onion cracker crumbs 
% tsp salt 


Combine flour and finely chopped fat. Grate 
onion and stir in. Add seasoning and crumbs. Stir 
well to blend thoroughly. Place casing in center of 
mixture and begin stuffing by turning in the end 
with the mixture as you proceed. Do not stuff too 
tightly, to avoid bursting. Sew up end or tie se- 
curely.

The majority of the applications come from Sal- 
onika, where the pre-war Jewish population of 70,000 has dwindled 
to a mere 1,200. The United States Congress recently agreed to 
grant 17,000 visas to Greek citizens.
